After what la .irguabley the Ripper's second murder a 
letter was sent to the Central News Agency which read "I am 
down on whores and shanc quit ripping them till I do got 
buckled" signed Jack The Kipper. The name aCuck. Two days 
latut, two note victims wore discovered. One woman, Marie 
kelly, l>ad lierc I'litrail.s and leic kidney removed. The next 
day .1 letter accnmpanylnp, .i piece of liver arrived for 
Oeorae husk (a prominent east end citizen). It read, 

" I .lend you UalJ the kldno I took from one woman
